During the past winter 27 
students enrolled for the day course 
and 13 availed themselves of the 
evening classes. During the year, in 
addition to work of minor import- 
ance, a 3-seater Waco biplane was 
entirety rebuilt by the students in 
the shops of the institute and its en- 
gine reconditioned. This machine has 
inspected and passed by the aircraft 
inapection department of the domin- 
ion government, 

A two-year course in aeronautical 
engineering, each year being of eignt 
monthis’ duration, is provided by the 
institute. Students taking this 
course spend 50 per cent of their time 
in the shops, engaged in practical 

' work upon rigging, aircraft construc- 
tion, engine overhauling and recon- 
ditioning, and other work of a like 
mature, The remaining 50 per cent 
is allocated to lecture room work, the 
subjects studied including the theory 
and practice of flight, aercdynamics, 
aircraft performance, aero-engine 
theory, meteorology, air navigation, 
chemistry, physics, mathematics and 
mechanical drawing. . 

The course has been designed pri- 
marily to meet the requirements of 
the dominion government examin- 
ations for air engineers’ certificates, 
but it also covers the ground work 
necessary for commercial pilots 
licenses and embodies all but the 
more advanced technique of air 
navigation. 

The aeronautica; work carried out 
at the institute has been investigated 
and approved by the controller of 
civil aviation, Ottawa. Time spent by 
students enrolled in this course in 
shop work may be credited to their 
records in assessing their qualifi- 
cations as air engineers,

Manufacturing industries continue 
slack save for a few exceptions, Tour- 
ist traffic has been disappointing, for 
while many cars have come to Can- 
ada from the United States, their 
Stay has been short and the expendi- 
ture made by owners small compared 
with former years. The shipping 
trade is somewhat better than last 
seagon; more grain has: passed out 
through the port of Montreal, more 
British coal has, been imported, 
passengér traffic has held up fairly 
well, and-a livelier autumn business 
is anticipated.

As is well-known, Cenodian insist- 
ence on this point was due to sad ex- 
perience with Soviet Republic dump- 
ing competition on the markets of 
the United Kingdom, Canada proban- 
ly more than any other of the Do- 
minions has felt this unfair competi- 
tion and suffered from it. Nor is the 
Canadian attitude due to any special 
prejudice against dealing with the 
Soviet. Canadians are not particularly 
interested one way or the other in 
the Russian experimient with Com- 
munism.
